Are You Subject to Tax in Arizona?
As a part-year resident, you are subject to tax on all of the
following.

1. Any income you earned in 2003 while an Arizona
resident. This includes any interest or dividends
received from sources outside Arizona.

2. Any income you earned from an Arizona source in 2003
before moving to (or after leaving) the state.

i NOTE: If you also have Arizona source income and deductions :
 for the portion of the year you were an Arizona nonresident, file :

© Arizona Form 140PY for the entire taxable year.

Do You Have to File?

Arizona Filing Requirements
Theserulesapply to all Arizona taxpayers.

1 Youarean enrolled member of an Indian tribe.
1 Youlive on the reservation established for that tribe.
1 Youearned all of your income on that reservation.

Do You Have to File if You Are a Non-Indian
or Non-Enrolled Indian Married to an
American Indian?

You must file if you meet the Arizonafiling requirements. For

details on how to figure what income to report, see Arizona
Department of Revenue Income Tax Ruling ITR 96-4.

Do You Have to File if You Are in the Military?
Y ou must file if you meet the Arizonafiling requirements.

If you are an Arizona resident, you must report all of your
income, no matter where stationed. Y ou must include your
military pay. If you were an Arizona resident when you
entered the service, you remain an Arizona resident, no
matter where stationed, until you establish a new domicile.

If you are not an Arizona resident, but stationed in Arizona,
the following applies to you.

1 You are not subject to Arizona income tax on your
military pay.
1 You must report any other income you earn in Arizona.

Use Form 140NR, Nonresident Personal Income Tax
Return, to report thisincome.

If You Included Your Child's Unearned
Income on Your Federal Return, Does Your
Child Have to File an Arizona Return?

In this case, the child should not file an Arizona return. The

parent must include that same income in his or her Arizona
taxable income.

If you are a part-year resident, you must report all income for
the part of the year you were an Arizona resident, plus any
income from Arizona sources for the part of the year you
were an Arizona nonresident.

To seeif you haveto file, figure your gross income the same
as you would figure your gross income for federal income
tax purposes. Then you should exclude income Arizona law
does not tax.

You can find your Arizona adjusted gross income on line 20
of Arizona Form 140PY.

NOTE: You must file a state return even if your employer |
1 withheld all or part of the tax. Even if you do not have to
1 file, you must still file areturn to get a refund of any Arizona |

' income tax withheld.

Do You Have to File if You Are an American
Indian?

You must file if you meet the Arizona filing requirements
unless all the following apply to you.

If you are not sure if you are an Arizona resident for state
income tax purposes, you should get Arizona Department of
Revenue Income Tax Procedure ITP 92-1.

Residents

You are a resident of Arizona if your domicile is in Arizona
Domicileisthe place where you have your permanent home. It
is where you intend to return if you are living or working
temporarily in another state or country. If you leave Arizona
for a temporary period, you are still an Arizona resident while
gone. A resdent is subject to tax on al income no matter
where the resident earns the income.

If you are afull year resident, you must file Form 140, Form
140A, or Form 140EZ.

Part-Year Residents

If you are a part-year resident, you must file Form 140PY,
Part-Year Resident Personal Income Tax Return.

You are a part-year resident if you did either of the
following during 2003.

1 You moved into Arizona with the intent of becoming a
resident.
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1 You moved out of Arizona with the intent of giving up
your Arizonaresidency.

Nonresidents

If you are a nonresident, you must file Form 140NR,
Nonresident Personal Income Tax Return.

What if a Taxpayer Died?

If a taxpayer died before filing a return for 2003, the
taxpayer's spouse or personal representative may have to file
and sign a return for that taxpayer. If the deceased taxpayer
did not have to file a return but had tax withheld, a return
must be filed to get arefund.

The person who files the return should use the form the
taxpayer would have used. If the department mailed the
taxpayer a booklet, do not use the label. The person who
files the return should print the word "deceased" after the
decedent's name in the address section of the form. Also
enter the date of death after the decedent's name.

If your spouse died in 2003 and you did not remarry in
2003, or if your spouse died in 2004 before filing a return
for 2003, you may file ajoint return. If your spouse died in
2003, the joint return should show your spouse's 2003
income before death, and your income for al of 2003. If
your spouse died in 2004, before filing the 2003 return, the
joint return should show all of your income and all of your
spouse'sincome for 2003. Print "Filing as surviving spouse”
in the area where you sign the return. |If someone else is the
personal representative, he or she must also sign the return.

W c-File the return to receive the refund in
as little as 7 days.

Are Any Other Returns Required?

You may aso have to file fiduciary income tax or estate tax
returns. For details about filing a fiduciary income tax return,
cal the department at (602) 255-3381. For details about filing
an estate tax return, call the department at (602) 542-4643.

Claiming a Refund For a Deceased Taxpayer

If you are claiming a refund, you must complete Form 131,
Claim for Refund on Behalf of Deceased Taxpayer. Attach
thisform to the front of the return.

What Are the Filing Dates and Penalties?

When Should You File?

Your 2003 calendar year tax return is due no later than
midnight, April 15, 2004. File your return as soon as you
can after January 1, but no later than April 15, 2004.

If you are afiscal year filer, your return is due on the 15" day
of the fourth month following the close of your fisca year.

What If You Cannot File On Time?

You may request an extension if you know you will not be
ableto file on time.

| NOTE: An extension does not extend the time to pay your incone |

' tax. For details, see the instructions for Arizona Form 204.

To get a filing extension, you can either:

1. Apply for a state extension (Form 204). To apply for a
state extension, file Arizona Form 204 by April 15. See

Form 204 for details. You must attach a copy of the
Arizona extension to the back of your return when you
file. Also make sure that you check either box 82D or
82F on page 1 of the return. If you must make a
payment, use Arizona Form 204.

2. You may use your federal extension (federal Form 4868
or 2688). File your Arizona return by the same due
date. If you arefiling under afederal extension, Y ou do
not have to attach a copy of your federal extension to
your return, but make sure that you check either box
82D or box 82F on page 1 of the return.

When Should You File if You Are a
Nonresident Alien?

You must file your Arizona tax return by April 15, even
though your federal income tax return is due on June 15. If
you want to file your Arizona return when you file your
federal return, you may ask for an extension. See Form 204
for extension filing details.

If you are afiscal year filer, your return is due on the 15" day
of the fourth month following the close of your fiscal yesr.

What if You File or Pay Late?

If you file or pay late, the department can charge you
interest and penalties on the amount you owe. If the U.S.
Post Office postmarks your 2003 calendar year return by
April 15, 2004, your return will not be late. You may aso
use certain private delivery services designated by the IRS to
meet the “timely mailing as timely filed” rule.

Late Filing Penalty

If you file late, the department can charge you a late filing
penalty. This penalty is 4% percent of the tax required to be
shown on the return for each month or fraction of a month
the return is late. This penalty cannot exceed 25 percent of
the tax found to be remaining due.

Late Payment Penalty

If you pay your tax late, the department can charge you a
late payment penalty. This penalty is %2 of 1 percent (.005)
of the amount shown as tax for each month or fraction of a
month for which the failure continues. This penalty cannot
exceed atotal of 10 percent.

Extension Underpayment Penalty

If you file your return under an extension, you must pay 90
percent of the tax shown on your return by the return's
origina due date. If you do not pay this amount, the
department can charge you a penalty. The department can
also charge you this penalty if you do not attach a copy of
the Arizona extension to your return when you file. This
penalty is one-half of one percent (.005) of the tax not paid
for each 30 day period or fraction of a 30 day period. The
department charges this penalty from the original due date
of the return until the date you pay the tax. This penalty
cannot exceed 25 percent of the unpaid tax.

NOTE: If you are subject to two or more of the above |

' penalties, the total cannot exceed 25 percent.

Interest

The department charges interest on any tax not paid by
the due date. The department will charge you interest
even if you have an extension. If you have an extension,
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the department will charge you interest from the original
due date until the date you pay the tax. The Arizona
interest rate is the same as the federal rate.

When Should You Amend a Return?

If you need to make changes to your return once you have filed,
you should file Form 140X, Individual Amended Return. Do
not file anew return for the year you are correcting. Generaly,
you have four yearsto amend areturn to claim arefund.

If you amend your federal return for any year, you must
also file an Arizona Form 140X for that year. You must
file the Form 140X within 90 days of amending your
federal return.

If the IRS makes a change to your federal taxable income for
any year, you must report that change to Arizona. You may
use one of the following two options to report this change.

Option 1
You may file a Form 140X for that year. If you choose this
option, you must amend your Arizona return within 90 days

of the change. Attach a complete copy of the federal notice
to your Form 140X.

Option 2
You may file a copy of the final federal notice with the

department within 90 days. If you choose this option, you
must include a statement in which you must:

1. Request that the department recompute your tax; and
2. Indicate if you agree or disagree with the federal notice.

If you do not agree with the federal notice, you must also
include any documents that show why you do not agree.

You must make Arizona estimated income tax payments
during 2004 if:

If you met the income threshold for 2003, you must make
estimated payments during 2004 unless you are sure you
will not meet the threshold for 2004.

As a part-year resident, your Arizona gross income is that
part of your federal adjusted gross income that you must
report to Arizona. Y our Arizona gross income is on line 15
of the 2003 Arizona Form 140PY .

See the worksheet for Form 140ES to figure how much your
payments should be.

What if You Make Your Estimated Payments
Late?

The department will charge you a penalty if you fail to make
any required payments. The department will charge you a
penalty if you make any of your required payments late.

For details, see Arizona Form 221.

Can You Make Estimated Payments if You
do Not Have to?

If you do not have to make Arizona estimated income tax
payments, you may still choose to make them.

For details, see Arizona Form 140ES.

Line-by-Line Instructions

Tips for Preparing Your Return:

1 Make sure that you write your social security number
on your return.

1 Complete your return using black ink.

T You must round dollar amounts to the nearest whole
dollar. If 50 cents or more, round up to the next dollar.
If less than 50 cents, round down. Do not enter cents.

1 When asked to provide your own schedule, attach a separate
sheet with your name and socid security number a the top.
Attach your own schedulesto the back of your return.

1 You must complete your federal return before you can
start your Arizonareturn.

1 Make sure you include your home telephone number. |If
your daytime number is not the same as your home
number, make sure you include a daytime number.

1 If filing afiscal year return, fill in the period covered in
the space provided at the top of the form.

@ e-File checks your return for errors before
you file.

Entering Your Name, Address, and Social
Security Number

Lines 1, 2, and 3 -

Print or type your name, address, and SSN in the space
provided. If you are a nonresident of the United States or a
resident alien who does not have an SSN use the
identification number (ITIN) the IRS issued to you.

If you are filing a joint return, enter your SSNs in the same
order as your first names. If your name appears first on the
return, make sure your SSN is the first number listed. Put your
last names in the same order as your first names and SSNis.

For a deceased taxpayer, see page 2 of these instructions.

Use your current home address. The department will send
your refund or correspond with you at that address.

—————————————————————————————————————————————————————————————————— -

Make sure that every return, statement, or document that you
file with the department has your SSN. Make sure that all SSNs
are clear and correct. You may be subject to a pendty if you
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fail to include your SSN. It may take longer to process your
return if SSNs are missing, incorrect, or unclear.

Identification Numbers for Paid Preparers

If you pay someone else to prepare your return, that person
must also include an identification number where requested.

A paid preparer may use any of the following.

1 hisor her SSN

1 hisor her PTIN

1 thefederal employer identification number for the business

A paid preparer who fails to include the proper numbers
may also be subject to a penalty.

Determining Your Filing Status

The filing status that you use on your Arizona return may be
different from that used on your federal return.

Use this section to determine your filing status. Check the
correct box (4 through 7) on the front of Form 140PY .

Line 4 Box - Married Filing a Joint Return

You may use thisfiling status if married as of December 31,
2003. It does not matter whether or not you were living
with your spouse. You may elect to file a joint return, even
if you and your spouse filed separate federal returns.

You may use this filing status if your spouse died during
2003 and you did not remarry in 2003. See page 2 of these
instructions for details.

If you are a part-year resident married to an Arizona full
year resident, you may file a joint return using the 140PY.
For more information, see Arizona Department of Revenue
Income Tax Ruling ITR 95-2.

Line 5 Box - Head of Household

You may file as head of household on your Arizona return,
only if one of the following applies.

1 You qudify to file as head of household on your federal
return.

1 You qualify to file as a qualifying widow or widower
on your federal return.

Line 6 Box - Married Filing Separately

You may use this filing status if married as of December 31,
2003, and you €elect to file a separate Arizona return. You
may elect to file a separate return, even if you and your
spouse filed ajoint federal return.

If you are filing a separate return, check the line 6 box and
enter your spouse's hame in the space provided. Also enter
your spouse's SSN in the space provided.

If you are filing a separate return and your spouse is an Arizona
resdent, you must figure how much income to report using
community property laws. Under these laws, a separate return
must reflect one-haf of the community income taxable to
Arizona plus any separate income taxable to Arizona  For
details, see Arizona Department of Revenue Income Tax Ruling,
ITR93-20.

+ NOTE: If you can treat community income as separate
i income on your federal return, you may also treat that !
I community income as separate on your Arizona return. See

Line 7 Box - Single

Use this filing status if you were single on December 31,
2003. You are singleif any of the following apply to you.

1 You have never been married.

1 You are legally separated under a decree of divorce or
of separate maintenance.

1 You were widowed before January 1, 2003, and you did
not remarry in 2003, and you do not qualify to file as a
qualifying widow or widower with dependent children
on your federa return.

Exemptions

Write the number of exemptions you are claiming in boxes
8, 9, 10, and 11. Do not put a checkmark. Y ou may lose the
exemption if you put a checkmark in these boxes. Y ou may
lose the dependent exemption if you do not complete Part A,
lines Al through A3 on page 2. You may lose the
exemption for qualifying parents or ancestors if you do not
complete Part A, lines A4 and A5, on page 2.

Line 8 Box - Age 65 and Over

Write "1" in box 8 if you or your spouse were 65 or older in
2003. Write "2" in box 8 if both you and your spouse were
65 or older in 2003.

Line 9 Box - Blind

Write "1" in box 9 if you or your spouse are totally or partialy
blind. Write "2" in box 9 if both you and your spouse are
totally or partialy blind.

If you or your spouse were partialy blind as of December
31, 2003, you must get a statement certified by your eye
doctor or registered optometrist that:

1. You cannot see better than 20/200 in your better eye with
glasses or contact lenses or
2. Your field of visionis 20 degrees or less.

If your eye condition is not likely to improve beyond the
conditions listed above, you can get a statement certified by
your eye doctor or registered optometrist to that effect instead.

Y ou must keep the statement for your records.

Line 10 Box - Dependents

You must complete Part A, lines Al through A3, on page 2 of
your return before you can total your dependent exemptions.

Y ou may claim only the following as a dependent.

1 A person that qualifies as your dependent on your
federal return.

1 A person who is age 65 or over (related to you or not)
that does not qualify as your dependent on your federal
return, but one of the following applies.

1. In 2003, you paid more than one-fourth of the cost of
keeping this person in an Arizona nursing care ingtitution,
an Arizona residential care inditution, or an Arizona
assigted living facility. Y our cost must be more than $800.

2. In 2003, you paid more than $800 for either Arizona
home health care or other medical costs for the person.

If a person who qualifies as your dependent isalso |

Line A2 - Total Dependents

Enter the total number of persons listed on line(s) Al. Enter
the same number on the front of the return in box 10.

Line A3 - Persons You Cannot Take as
Dependents on Your Federal Return

Enter the names of any dependents age 65 or over listed on
ling(s) Al that you cannot take as a dependent on your
federal return.

Line 11 Box - Qualifying Parents and
Ancestors of Your Parents

A quaifying parent or ancestor of your parent may be any
one of the following.

1 Your parent, or your parent’s ancestor. Your parent’s
ancestor is your grandparent, great grandparent, great
great grandparent, etc.

1 If married filing a joint return, your spouse's parent or
an ancestor of your spouse’s parent.

Y ou may claim this exemption if all of the following apply.

1. The parent or ancestor of your parent lived in your
principal residence for the entire taxable year.

2. You paid more than one-haf of the support and
maintenance costs of the parent or ancestor of your
parent during the taxable year.

3. The parent or ancestor of your parent was 65 years old
or older during 2003.

4. The parent or ancestor of your parent required
assistance with activities of daily living, like getting in
and out of bed, or chairs, waking around, going
outdoors, using the toilet, bathing, shaving, brushing
teeth, combing hair, dressing, medicating or feeding.

You must complete Part A, lines A4 and A5, on page 2 of
your return before you can total your exemptions for
qualifying parents and ancestors of your parents.

NOTE: If a person who is a qualifying parent or ancestor of !
your parent also qualifies as your dependent, you may claim !
that person as a dependent on line A2, or you may claim :

4. The number of months the qualifying parent or ancestor
of your parent lived in your home during 2003.

You may lose the exemption if you do not furnish this
information.

Line A5 - Total Qualifying Parents or
Ancestors of Your Parents

Enter the total number of persons listed on line(s) A4. Enter
the same number on the front of the return in box 11.

Reporting Your Residency Status

Check the appropriate box.
Line 12 Box - Part-Year Resident Other
Than Active Duty Military

Check box 12 if you were an Arizona resident for part of
2003, and were not an active duty military member.

Line 13 Box - Part-Year Resident Active
Military

Check box 13 if you were an active duty military member who
either began or gave up Arizonaresidency during 2003.

Determining Arizona Income

Now complete Parts B, C, and D on page 2 of the return.

Use Part B to determine what portion of your total incomeis
taxable by Arizona

NOTE: If you are unable to determine the proper line to use,
please contact one of the numbers listed on the back cover.

FEDERAL Column

Enter the actual amounts shown on your 2003 federal
income tax return in the FEDERAL column. Complete lines
B7 through B20. Line B18 should equal the federal adjusted
gross income shown on your 2003 federal return Form 1040,
Form 1040A, or Form 1040EZ.

ARIZONA Column

Enter that portion of your federal income received while you
were an Arizona resident in the Arizona column. For
example, if you became an Arizona resident on June 30, enter
all income you received from that day to December 31, 2003.

' NOTE: If you also have Arizona source income for the !
i portion of the taxable year you were an Arizona
i nonresident, also include that source income on the
| appropriate linein the Arizona column.

The Tax Reform Act of 1986 limits the amount of losses that
you may deduct from passive activities. A passive activity is
one that involves the conduct of any trade or business in
which the taxpayer does not materially participate.
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As a part-year resdent, your Arizona gross income may include
some of these losses. For the part of the year you were an Arizona
resident, you may consider any passive losses that arose while an
Arizona resident. For the part of the year you were an Arizona
nonresident, you may consder only those passive lossesthat arose
from Arizona sources. Your 2003 Arizona gross income can
include only losses you used on your 2003 federa return.

The following line-by-line instructions apply to the
ARIZONA column.

Line B6 - Dates of Arizona Residency

If you became an Arizona resident during 2003, enter the date
that you became an Arizona resident. If you gave up your
Arizonaresidency during 2003, do both of the following.

1. Enter the date you became an Arizona resident.

2. Enter the date you gave up your Arizonaresidency.
Line B7 - Wages, Salaries, Tips, etc.
Enter all amounts received while an Arizonaresident.

Also enter all amounts received from Arizona employment
during the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.

i NOTE: Do not include active duty military pay for the part !

i of the year you were a nonresident.

Line B8 - Interest
Enter all amounts received while an Arizona resident.

You must also enter any interest income derived from
Arizona sources during the part of the year you were an
Arizona nonresident. Interest income from Arizona sources is
interest income that has acquired an Arizona business situs.

If you received tax exempt interest from municipal bonds, attach
a schedule ligting the payors and the amount received from
each payor. Y ou may also want to attach supporting documents
for amounts received from Arizona municipa bonds that are
exempt from Arizona income tax. These may be items such as
bank statements, brokerage statements, etc. Be sure you add the
amount you received while an Arizona resident from non-
Arizonamunicipal bondsto your income on line C23.

Line B9 - Dividends
Enter all amounts received while an Arizona resident.

You must aso enter any dividends derived from Arizona
sources during the part of the year you were an Arizona
nonresident. Dividend income from Arizona sources is
dividend income that has acquired an Arizona business situs.

Line B10 - Arizona Income Tax Refunds

Enter the amount of Arizona income tax refunds received in
2003 that you included in your federal adjusted gross income.

Line B11 - Alimony Received
Enter amounts received while an Arizona resident.

Line B12 - Business Income or (LosS)

Enter any business or farm income or (loss) incurred while
you were an Arizona resident.

Also enter income or (loss) derived from Arizona businesses
during the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.

Line B13 - Gains or (Losses)

Enter any gain or (loss) on property sold while an Arizona
resident if you included the amount as income on your 2003
federal return.

Also enter gains or (losses) on sales of Arizona property during
the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.

Line B14 - Rents, etc.

Enter income received from rents, royalties, partnerships,
estates, trusts, small business corporations, etc., while an
Arizonaresident.

Also enter rents or royalties earned on Arizona properties
during the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.
Enter any income or (loss) derived from Arizona sources
from partnerships, small business corporations, etc., during
the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.

Line B15 - Other Income Reported on Your
Federal Return

Enter other income shown on your federal return that you
received while an Arizona resident. Other income may include
pensions, socia security, unemployment, and lottery winnings.
Attach a schedule listing these other items.

Also enter any other income derived from Arizona sources
during the part of the year you were an Arizona nonresident.

Line B16 - Total Income
Add lines B7 through B15 and enter the total .

Line B17 - Federal Adjustments

If any of the following are included in adjustments shown on
your federal return, make an entry on this line as explained
below.

1. IRA. Enter the amount actually paid while an Arizona
resident for your IRA and/or your spouse's IRA.

2. Student loan interest: Enter the amount you paid while
an Arizonaresident.

3. Archer medical savings account: Enter the amount you
contributed to the MSA while an Arizona resident.

4. Sdf-employed SEP, SIMPLE and qualified plans. Enter
the amount actually paid while an Arizona resident.

5. Sdf-employment tax: Enter that portion of the self-
employment tax that relates to self-employment income
reportable to Arizona.

$500 of the costs incurred for converting an existing
fireplace to a qualified wood stove, qualified wood fireplace,
or gas fired fireplace on your property located in Arizona.
When you figure your subtraction, do not include taxes,
interest, or other finance charges.

A quaified wood stove or a qualified wood fireplace is a
residential wood hesater that was manufactured on or after July
1, 1990, or sold &t retail on or after July 1, 1992. The residential
wood hester must also meet the U.S. Environmental Protection
Agency's July 1990 particul ate emissions standards.

A quaified gas fired fireplace is any device that burns
natural or liquefied petroleum gas as its fuel through a
burner system that is permanently installed in the fireplace.
The conversion of an existing wood burning fireplace to
noncombustible gas logs that are permanently installed in
the fireplace also qualifies as agasfired fireplace.

2. The amount required to be repaid was subject to
Arizonaincome tax in the year included in income.

3. You computed your tax for that prior year under
Arizonas claim of right provisions.

4. A net operating loss or capital loss was established due
to the repayment made in the prior year.

5. You are entitled to take that net operating loss or capital
loss carryover into account when computing your 2003
Arizonataxable income.

6. The amount of the loss carryover alowed to be taken
into account for Arizona purposes is more than the
amount included in your Arizona gross income.

Enter the amount by which the loss carryover alowed for
the taxable year under Arizona law is more than the amount
included in your Arizona gross income.

You may subtract distributions made to you for your
persecution or the persecution of your ancestors by Nazi
Germany or any other Axis regime for racial, religious or
political reasons. If you are the first recipient of such
distributions, enter the amount of the distributions that you
had to include in your federal adjusted gross income that
you aso entered in the ARIZONA column on your Form
140PY.

You may also subtract items of income that are attributable
to, derived from or related to assets that were stolen or
hidden from or lost to you if you were persecuted by Nazi
Germany or any other Axis regime for racial, religious or
political reasons before, during or immediately after World
War Il. If you are the first recipient of such income, enter
the amount of income that you had to include in your federal
adjusted gross income that you aso entered in the
ARIZONA column on your Form 140PY .

O. Installment Sale Income From Another State
Taxed by the Other State in a Prior Taxable Year

You may subtract income from an installment sale if both of
the following apply:

1. Theincome from the saleis subject to Arizonaincome tax
in 2003; and

2. You paid income tax to another state on that incomein a
prior tax year.

Enter the amount of such income that you included in your
Arizona gross income for 2003.

Do not enter any amount that is subject to tax by both Arizona
and another state in 2003. In this case, you may be digible for
atax credit. See Form 309 for details.

P. Recalculated Arizona Depreciation
Figure the total amount of depreciation allowable pursuant
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to IRC § 167(a) for the taxable year calculated as if you had
elected not to claim bonus depreciation for eligible
properties for federal purposes. Enter the amount that is
attributable to income taxable by Arizona.

Q. Basis Adjustment for Property Sold or
Otherwise Disposed of During the Taxable Year

With respect to property that is sold or otherwise disposed
of during the taxable year by a taxpayer who has complied
with the requirement to add back all depreciation with
respect to that property on tax returns for all taxable years
beginning from and after December 31, 1999, enter the
amount of depreciation that has been allowed pursuant to
IRC § 167(a) attributable to income taxable by Arizona to
the extent that the amount has not aready reduced Arizona
taxable income in the current or prior years. (Note: The
practical effect of this is to alow a subtraction for the
difference in basis for any asset for which bonus
depreciation has been claimed on the federa return.) A
part-year resident may subtract only that amount that is
attributabl e to income subject to Arizona tax.

R. Fiduciary Adjustment

If the amount reported on line 3 of your Arizona Form
141AZ, Schedule K-1, is a negative number, enter that
portion of line 3 that is alocable to estate or trust income
taxable by Arizona as a subtraction from income. Enter the
subtraction on line D35.

S. Adjustment for IRC § 179 Expense Not Allowed

Enter 20% of the amount entered on line C23 for excess |.R.C.
§ 179 expense. This same amount can be subtracted in each
of the following four taxable years a so, effectively amortizing
the difference in treatment over five years.

T. Adjustment for Cumulative Retroactive Change
of Depreciation Methods

Arizona tax laws pertaining to depreciation were changed
retroactively effective May 7, 2004. These retroactive
changes affect tax years beginning from and after December
31, 1999.

The primary effects of the changes are to property for which
you claimed “bonus depreciation” on the federa return. The
prior method of adding back the amount of the bonus
depreciation in the year of acquisition of the property and then
subtracting an additional 3/7 of the ordinary depreciation on
that property each year is no longer the treatment required (or
allowed) by law. The current treatment is described in the
instructions for Lines C22 and D35 (Section P).

This change in method must be applied to depreciation for al
tax years ending after August 31, 2001. Y ou must amend each
of those years to effect the changes or you may eect to
recognize the entire cumulative effect of the change on the tax
return for the first tax year ending on or after December 31,
2003 (the 2003 return). To qualify for this election, all returns
prepared pursuant to the prior law must be filed by the due
date for those returns, including extensions, or April 15, 2004,
whichever islater.

Enter the net amount of this cumulative effect that is
attributable to income subject to Arizona tax on Line D35 if
the election is made. This will include the adjustment to basis
(if any) for property that was disposed of during this
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retroactive period. (If the recalculated cumulative Arizona
depreciation is less than the amount previoudy claimed on the
Arizona returns, enter the net amount attributable to income
subject to Arizonatax on line C23).

If you do not make the election to recognize the cumulative
effect on the 2003 return, you must file an amended return for
each affected year and make no entry on Line D35.

state and local employees. The department has appealed that
determination to the Arizona Supreme Court, so the issue is
not yet final.

Line 18 is provided to aert you to a remedy available to you
under Arizona law.

Option #2

protective claim form. This form is in this instruction
booklet. Under this option you will pay tax on your
contributions to the federal retirement plan. You will also
protect your rights to a credit or refund of this tax if the
courts ultimately decide that is appropriate. The state will
pay interest in this event. The courts have been asked to
award up to 20% of your refund to the attorneysin the case.

Protective Claim for Refund

You can find this form at the bottom of the page titled
Notice to Current And Former Federal Civilian Employees.
If you were a civilian employee of the United States
government at any time during the years 1999 through 2003,
you should complete this claim form. Submitting this claim
form will protect your rights to tax relief for the years you
were so employed. If you choose option #2 for 2003, you
should also include 2003 in your claim. Claims for 1999
must be postmarked by April 15, 2004, to be valid. If you
previously filed a protective claim for 1999 through 2002,
only include 2003 on the claim form filed for 2003.

Please do not include the protective claim with your 2003
income tax return. Mail the claim form separately to the
address indicated to ensure proper handling.

If
you have an unused AFV credit carryover from taxable years
1998 or 1999, use Form 313 to claim that carryover.

11. Underground Storage Tanks Credit. You may
qualify for this credit if you incurred expenses correcting a
release of a regulated substance from an underground
storage tank. To qualify for this credit, you must not have
been liable or responsible for the corrective action as an
owner or operator of the underground storage tank. Use
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Form 314 to figure this credit.

12. Pollution Control Credit. You may qualify for this
credit if you purchased depreciable property used in a trade
or business to reduce or prevent pollution. Use Form 315 to
figure this credit.

13. Construction Materials Credit. You may only claim a
carryover of the unused construction materials tax credit
from taxable years beginning prior to January 1, 2000. Use
Form 316 to claim this credit carryover.

You may
qualify for this credit if you install solar hot water heater
plumbing stub outs or electric vehicle recharge outlets in
houses or dwelling units you construct.

If you cannot pay the full amount shown on line 58 when you
file, you may ask to make monthly installment payments. To
make this request, wait until the department processes your
return and sends you an initia billing notice. Y ou will receive
an installIment agreement request with theinitia billing notice.

If you cannot pay the full amount shown on line 58, you will
be charged interest and may be charged a late payment
penalty on the tax not paid by April 15, 2004. To limit the
interest and penalty charges, pay as much of the tax as
possible when you file.

Sign Your Return

You must sign your return. If married filing a joint return,
both you and your spouse must sign even if only one had
income. Form 140PY is not considered a valid return unless
you sign it. The department cannot send a refund check
without proper signatures on the return.

Instructions Before Mailing

1 Make sure your socia security number is on your
return.

1 Be sure you enter your home telephone number in the
space provided on the front of your return. If your
daytime telephone number is not the same as your home
number, also enter a daytime number.

A math
error can cause delays in processing your return.

5. If you requested an Arizona filing extension, check box
82D or 82F on page 1 of the return and attach a copy of
the Arizona extension request to the back of the return. If
you are filing under a federal extension, make sure that
you check either box 82D or 82F on page 1 of the return.

6. If you have tax exempt interest income, be sure to
attach a schedule listing the payors and the amount
received from each payor.

7. If you itemize, be sure to attach Arizona Schedule A(PY),
or A(PYN), and a copy of the federa Schedule A.

Filing Your Return

Before you mail your return, make a copy of your return.
Also make a copy of any schedules that you are sending in
with your return. Keep the copies for your records. Be sure
that you file the origina and not a copy.

To mail your return, use the envelope that came in your
booklet.

To avoid delays, please use separate envelopes for each return.

Where Should | Mail My Return?

Forget about the mail and the late night
@ run to the post office — e-File from the
comfort of home.
If you are expecting a refund, or owe no tax, or owe tax but are
not sending a payment, use the yellow address label attached to
the envelope. If the envelope or label is missing, send the

return to: Arizona Department of Revenue, PO Box 52138,
Phoenix AZ 85072-2138.

If you are sending a payment with this return, use the white
address label attached to the envelope. If the envelope or
label is missing, send the return to: Arizona Department of
Revenue, PO Box 52016, Phoenix AZ 85072-2016.

Make sureyou put enough postage on the envelope.

With e-File, you do not have to worry if there
is enough postage on the envelope. You
even get notice that we received your return.

The U.S. Post Office must postmark your return or
extension request by midnight April 15. A postage meter
postmark will not qualify as a timely postmark. Only a
postmark from the U.S Post Office will qualify. You may
also use certain private delivery services designated by the
IRS to meet the “timely mailing astimely filed” rule.
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How Long To Keep Your Return

Keep your records as long as they are important for any
Arizona tax law. Keep al records that support your income
and deductions for a tax year until the period of limitations
expires for the return for that tax year. A period of
limitations is the limited time after which no legal action can
be brought. Usualy, this is four years from the date the
return was due or filed.

In some cases, the limitation period is longer than four years.
The period is six years from when you file a return if you
underreport the income shown on that return by more than 25
percent. The department can bring an action at any time if a
return isfalse or fraudulent, or you do not file areturn.

Keep records that establish the basis of property for a period
longer than four years. Also keep net operating loss records
back to the date you incurred the loss. To find out more about
what records you should keep, get federal Publication 552.

When To Expect Your Refund

Expect your refund in the mail within 8 weeks of the date you
filed. If you have not received your refund by that time, contact
one of the numbers listed on the back cover. Before you call,
be sure to have a copy of your 2003 tax return available
because you will need to know the first socia security number
shown on your return, the filing status, your 5 digit zip code
and the exact whole-dollar amount of your refund.

Calling the Department

Your tax information on file with the department is
confidential. If you want the department to discuss your tax
matters with someone other than yourself, you must
authorize the department to release confidential information
to that person. You may use Form 285 to authorize the
department to release confidential information to your
appointee. See Form 285 for details.

NOTE: The 05/04 revisions include changes only to the
instructions for lines C22, C23 (Section P) and D35
(Sections P, Q and S) on pages 7, 9, 12 and 13. These
revisions were made due to retroactive law changes.
